Jl he following Sheets contain an Account of the Fire, which hap- 
pened at Chatham, on the 30th of June, 1800, the Proceedings of 
the Committee, with a Lift of the Subfcriptions ; — alfo the Names, and 
Claims, of the Sufferers, and how far they have been relieved ; to 
which is added, a Defcription of the Eftates burnt or injured. 

The Purpofe of this Publication, is, to record the Benevolence of 
the Subfcribers, and to inform them who were the peculiar ObjecSls 
of their Bounty ;— -to acquaint the Sufferers who were their generous 
Benefactors, and to whom the Debt of Gratitude is due ; — and to 
fatisfy both, that the Money colle<fted, has been faithfully diftributed. 
If, in Addition, the Contents fhould, in the leafl Degree, contribute 
to facilitate the Proceedings of a future Committee, in Cafe of a 
fimilar Calamity, the Views of the Publifher will be amply 
gratified.

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'N Monday the 30th June, i8oo, about eleven o'clock in the forenoon, the flied or 
tailding, No. 61, in the annexed plan, in which was depofited a great quantity of cordage, 
oakum. Sec, was difcovered to be on fire. Various opinions were formed refpe£ling the 
caufc of the fire, fomc attributing it to fparlcs emitted from a blackfmith's forge adjoining, 
which they imagined paffcd through the crevices of the (lied, (which were much enlarged by 
the drynefs ©f the fcafon,) and this indeed, feemed to be the moft prevalent opinion ; whilil 
others (lefs liberal, thoigh perhaps not Icfs juft) conjedlurcd it to have arifen from defign ; the 
real caufe in all probability will ever remain unknown, at Icaft, it will never be made out 
to the fatisfa^lionof all» 

The fire commenced with fuch amazing and irreGllible fury, that the fhed in which it 
took place, with the forge and warehoufes adjoining, and a hoy with her mafts and fails, 
that lay unlading clofe to the fide of the wharf, formed in a few minutes one general blaze. 
The wharfinger, and men employed on the wharf, in endeavouring to extinguifli the fire, 
cxpofcd themfelves to great danger, and were fcarccly able to cffcft their efcape. 

Many caufes confplred to extend the conflagration ; the fhed in which it began, was full 
of combuftibic matter, viz, cordage, hemp and oakum, the building itfclf, and moft of thofe 
adjoining, were of wood, fome of them had been recently tarred and ochcred^ and the whole 
were rendered extremely fufccptible of fire from the long drought, and heat that had 



preceded. 



In the fpace of three hours, the fevcral houfes, buildings, &c. mentioned in the defcription 
annexed to the plan, were either wholly ' dellroyed, pulled down pr damaged, and their 

JB unfortunate 
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Orrfortanate occupiers, being Aovc one hundred perfons with their families, bereft of their 
.])omes ; and the greater part of them rendered xiellitate of all means fpeedily to obtain others. 
The adjoining gaidens, road, fields, &c. -were the only immediate places of fafety to which 
they could fly, and thefc places conuined the remnant of their apparel and furniture, which, 
in many inHances, at th^ immiifint haiard of their lives, they had faatched from the ravages 
of the mcrcilefs flames, 

Unfortunitely this dreadful fcenc commenced about an hour before the ebb of the tide, 
vhich prevented the removal of the hoy, and occafioned her lofs, and rendered it very diffi- 
cult to procure a fufficient fupply of .water for the engines; this, with ihc other circumftances 
above ftatcd, are the principal catifes of the conflagration expending itfclf fo widely. 

The exertions which were made to cxtinguifli the flames, can fcarccly be defcribed. The 
inhabitants of the town and neighbourhood, fcemed to vie with cath other who fiiould do 
mod, to aflift the unhappy and diftrefied fufferers in the removal of their efl^edls, and in t!ie 
prcvciiiion of their houfes from being confumpd, and in fo doing, expofcd themC'Ives to th/s 
mod fcvere fatigue and imminent dangers. The Commiffioncr of Chatham Yard (F. J. 
Hartwcll, Efq.) immediately gave all the workmen employed there, liberty to leave their 
' work, to aflift at the fire, and had them fupplied wi.h proper implements for pulling dawn 
houfcs, &-C. fie alfo fcnt the Dock Yard engines, and (by the Dock teams) a large fupply 
cf water in butts. The Comnlindants of the Barracks at Chatham (Major General Hewctt 
and Major General Innis) fent large bodies of troops to aflift in the removal of goods, and the 
cxtinguiftiment of the flames, and alfo guards to protect the goods taken into the fields, &c. 
The Agent Vidualler at Chatham (Jofeph Mathews, Efq ) alfo, fent the men employed in 
liis department, the engines kept at the Yiftualling Oflice, and a large fupply of water in 
butts. The gentlemen of the fcveral breweries in the town and neighbourhood, fent very 
large fupplies of water and fmall beer, and kept their teams employed in that fervice, during 
the whole continuance of the fire. The adiftance of all thefe gentlemen, (as well of thofe 
in public, as of thofe in private ftations,) was rendered unfolicited, and with a zeal and 
alacrity, that refledls the higheft honor on their charadler, and intitles them K) the gratitude 
vf the public. 

By the united endeavours uf all, and the merciful interference of Providence, the flames 
were at length extinguifhcd, where it leaft could be cxpe<f\ed ; for the buildings at the Eaft 
end of the ruin on the North fide of the ftrcet, and at the Weft end of the ruin on the 
South fide of the ftrcct, v/ he re the fire ccafcd, were chiefly of timber covered with weather 
boarding. 

Fortunately 
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" ToTtamttch the wind ww moderate at the time the fire happened ; daring the confligra- 
tioti. It veered from the Eaft and South to the Weft. 

The ftrength of the fire was h great, that on the fallmg in of tlie hoafes, large flakes of 
fire were thrown np a prodig^ious height, and cat ried to a confiderable diftancc, and 04- 
rcachingthc ground, did confiderable injury to the hay, which lay hAf made, and the hay* 
itacks in the fields, on the South fide of the town ; but the moft unfortunate cffc6l arifingfiom 
this cau(e, was, that in the midil of the great confligraiion, two or three cottages and a barn 
in Louch*j field, at th; dillante of a quarter of a mile at leafl from the town, caught fire, and 
being in a great meafurc left unguarded, (the occupiers being eiiher engaged at their employ, 
or in affifting at the extinguifiimcnt of the fire in the tovin) were in a very fliort fpace of 
time, with almoft every article ihey contained, confumed. 

To dcfcribe the calamitous fcenc, which this drcadflil conflagration occafioned, is impoiTible ; 
parents fearching after their children, whole families rooflefs ahd pennylefs, and fuch like 
fpedbcles were every where to be fecn. But the moft dreadful cataftrophe attending it, , 
was, the burning of William Baflett, a fcnrant of VefTrs. Beft, who, in defiance of the introa- 
ties and rcmonftrances of the furround»ng multitude, rufticd into his iioufe, while it was . 
burning, to endeavour to get fomc money he had left in it, and was immediately buried in 
the ruin, leaving a difconfolatc widow, then £ar advanced in pregnancy, to lament his lof*. 
Anoth^ cataftrophe happened in the evcBing, after the fire had fubfided, by the falling of 
a chimney on a Mrs, Dunk, v.ho incautioufly ventured too near it with her infant child in 
lier arms, and they were both killed. To the divine interpofition of Providence alone, can 
it be attributed, that no othe. lives were loft on this moft melancholy occafion. 

It is worthy of remark, as a proof of the intcnfencfs of the fire, that many hooks, fcrews, 
nails, &c. in Mr. Seat^n's houfe, melted, and run into one folid mafs. 

Several perfoni fuffcrcd from accidents whidi befoi them, in endeavouring to extrnguifh tl*c 
fire, moft of whofe names, with the nature of their injuries, appear in the lift of fufi'erers. ' 

General Hcwett, with the fame humanity that prompted him fo materially to afiift in faving 
the property of the fuiFereri, in 4he evening endeavoured to alleviate their mileiics, by fending 
tents, and having tliem pitched in the field adjoining the New Road, for the reception and 
accomodation of thofc, who had not been able to provide themfelves with a flicker. 

A guard of the Gentlemen of the Chatham Jind Rochcftcr volunteers, was placed on that, 
and many fuccecding nighu,^ to wa'^Ji and preferve the property which had -been depofited in 
the road, gardens, fields, &c. adjoining, for the benefit of the fulFerers. 

The lof» arifing from thJs dreadful vifitation, was computed at jf 30,000, ^f 2 5,000, of 
•which were infured, prlncipjdly in the Sun, Phceiiix, and Royal Exchange AiTuraficc Ofiiccs; 
<hc firfl of -\vhix;h fuftalned ab jut .three fifihs of the Igfs,

To alleviate the mifcncs this dreadful calamity had created, and to foftcn the p«ngs of ihtf 
diftrefTed fufFerers, feveral gentlemen of the town aflembled a few days afterwards, at the houfe 
of Jjfcph Mathews, Efq. the Agent Yidtuallcr, and entered into the following re'folutions, 

Chatham Juhf 3, l8oo. 

At a meeting of the principal inhabitants of the town of Chatham this day, to take into 
confideration, ihe moft cfFeftual means to be adopted, for the immediate relief of the unforru- 
r.Hte fufFcrers by the late dreadful fire, whereby upwards offixty houfes wtre totally dcftroycd, 
and a great many families reduced to the utmoft diHrefs. 

It was unanimously Resolved^ 

That a fubfcription be immediately made, from houfe to houfe, throughout the town an<3 
parifh, tocffeflthe above laudable purp fe. 

That application be made to the refpeftivc Magiftratcs, Minifters, kc, of the feveral ciiics, 
boroughs, towns, and parifhcs, in the county, Hating the above mentioned calamitous afFair, 
and fupplicacing their aid by a fimilar fubfcription". 

That one or more porfons, from the neighbouring parlflies, be requeftcd to afSft the Con»- 
n.ittce appointed for this parifli, in examining the claims of the fuffcrcrs, and granting fuch 
relief as circumllanccs will allow, and the nature of their cafe may require. 

That the Committee do meet at the Vcftry-room, Chatham, on Tuefday next, the 8th inft. 
at ten o'clock in the forenoon, to receive ftdtcments of the loflcs fuftained by thofc pcrfons who 
Tire dfjlrous of recei^vhig relief from the Subfcription, and tliat public notice be immediately 
given of fuch meeting. 

That fuch ftatemcnts be forthwith examined, and diftribution made of thrmoney co>- 
lci5led, in fuch manner as Oiall be judged expedient, and will bed tend to alleviate the mifsrles 
of the unfortunate.

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*rtiat Mr. William Jcffcrys* be appointed Treafurer, and that fubfcriptions be received 
fcy him ; the Committee ; Mr Townfon, and Mr. £therbgtoB» bookfcllcrs, Chatham ; and 
at the Bank, at Rocheller. 

Immediately a colledlion was made by the Committee and fevcral other refpcdlable gentle« 
teen, from houfe to houfey throughout the town of Chatham, excepting the houfes of thofe 
Ixrrfons who belonged to the Dock Yard, who, it was underftood,had previoufly determined 
to make a collcAion amongft them felves.— The liberality of the inhabitants, both poor and 
rich, with the exception of a few characters, exceeded the mod fanguine expedlations, as 
vriil bed appear by a reference to the lift of the fubfcribers.^On this occafion Mr. Gurr, and 
fAr» Lock entertained the Gentlemen with fuitable refrefhments. 

The fubfcription of the privates, in the Marine fcrvice, who voluntarily gave the fum fent to 
them by the Direftors of the Sun Fire Office, for their exertions at the fire, is worthy of every 
iCommendation,

Some few letters .were like wife written to certain public charaflers, who, it was conceived^ 
had it in their power to further the views ofthe Committee, and augment the fubfcription. 

The cfFcft of thefe applications> appears by a reference to the lift, to have been fuccefsful 
in a very great degree, and the fubfcriptions in. general were liberal in the extreme. Ta 
point out any particular perfons who were emincndy conspicuous for their zeal on the occafion^ 
might be deemed inviduous, but to^afs over, unnoticed, the ftrenuous exertions of Richard 
Thompfon, Efq. the late Mayor of the city of Rochcfter, would be unjuft. That Magiftrate, 
unfolicited, called a meeting of the inhabitants of tlie city and neighbourhood,^ and formed 
a Committee at which he prcfided as Chairman, who immediately began a colledlion from 
houfe to houfc throughout the city, and the parifties of St. Margaret and Strood: and it is 
to their united endeavours and pcrfeyerance, that the fuflcrers are in fome mcafure indebted 
for the contributions made in thofe places, and the neighbouring villages. 

In addition to the adoption of the before mentioned means to relieve the neceflities of the 
diftrefled, the following advertifement, was iuferted in the county papers, and the good 
cffe^ it had on a generous and fympathyfmg public, appears in the lift ofthe fubfcribers«

the late dreadful &rt at Chatham, finding that move than one huudred perfons, many of 
whom have large families, are compelled to apply to them for relief, and for which purpofe 
have delivered in well authenticated ftatements of their loiTes, which lofles amount to upwards 
of five thoufand pounds, are induced to folicit the charitable ailiftance of the affluent. in be- 
half of the fufFercrs, fince mtmy of them, by the melancholy event, are become ^entirely 
deftitutc, moft of their property being abf(plutely deftroyed, or fo much da^^lgei lis to be- 
come entirely ufelefs, and which principally, from the inability of the ^folfecCHi ;W.a8 not 
infured.

That the Commhtte appointed for the diftribution of the money coUef^ed for the relief of 
thofe pcrfoni who fuffercd by the late dreadful fire, will meet at the Vedry Room vk 
the Parifii Charch of Chatham, on Tuefday the 8th Inftant, at ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon> when the perfona who are dtfirout rf rtcd*ving relief from fuch fubfcription^ are re-^ 
quefted to attend. 

N. B. Statements of their refpe^ve loiTea are required to be brought well authenticated 
hy two or mOfc refpeftable pcrfons. 

The Committee accordingly met on the day> and at the place appointed* and for feveral 
fucceeding days, to receive ftatements of the lofles fuflaihed by the fufferers, who applied 
for relief; to examine into their (ituation in 1ife« families* and concerns; and, previous to 
making a diftribution of the money collected for their relief, to arrange them as their wants 
«nd immediate diftrefs fcemed to entitle them* under the following claffes or defcription, 
viz. Firfty Abfolutc lofs ,4md diKrefied.— ^f^oiri/, Abfolute lofs but not diftreiFcd.— ^ifeV/, 
Partial lofs,— .Fc«r/i&, Of .ability and not infured,— And, Lafllj, An open clafs, confifting 
of perfons, the juftice of whofe claim could not then be decided, and who, if it waa 
found requifitc, were to be removed to either of the preceding claffes, as their cafe required, 
or, their V claim, wholly rejc6Ud,-^Notwithftanding fuch arrangement, the parties were 
liable tabe removed from one clafs to another, as, a Sub Committee fhould, on inveftigating 
. their claims, and enquiring into their charafter, &c. report that they deferved.

The office of the Sub-Committee wai to cflquirc into the circumft«fce« and chtraacrror 
the fufferen, and to confidcr their refpcairc claims i for whieh purpofe they met at th^ 
houfe of Mr. Gurr, at the Sun Tavern, fcvcral evenings.— In the firft inftance, they formed 
a ftandard or rule, by which the fevcral MticleJ loll ftiould he valued; thereby not paying 
rcfpcft fo much to the intrinfic value of the goods or articles \oA, as to the neceffity of 
fixing a price or fum which would purchafc others^ if not of the fame dcfcription, yet 
fufficient to anfwcr the like purpofe, and fuitable to the wanu of thofe whofe fuuation in^ 
duccd them to apply for relief— By this rule, all claims for notes and money loft werv' 
totally rejedlcdf partly, becaufc the proof of their cxiltcncc, and the parses poflcfling iho* 
fame, was difiicult, and partly, to prevent imp)lition, which fcemedtobe moft formidable 
in that fhape; as alfo all china and plate which were confiJercd rather as the luxuries, than 
the ncceflaricd of life j but an allowance to purchafe articles of an inferior nature to fupply 
their place was made. By thcfc means, the claims wnich were made, amounting tj 
5015/ 0/ i</ were rec'uccd 103613/5/ 8</, but this diFcrtnccof (401/144 5</doc8 r.ot ne- 
ccflitrjly imply that the whole was a compound of fraud, or an ur^'uft claim.— In fomc 
meafurc, doubtlcfs, it was fraudulent and unjufl, but ihc grcateft part arofc from the Sub^ 
Cummitiee confidering many of the chimants not objefts of relief; and putting a pofitive 
v^luc on moil of the articles ; which, in general, was much below the price fixed on them 
by the fuffcrers, whoy loo frequently confidered the firll cofl of the thing, rather than iht 
value, when the accident happened ; and who, perhaps, in the opinion of the Sub-Comtnittec> 
were poflclTed of an article not abfolately ncccffary for their convenience. The Sub-Com- 
mittee then reported to the general Committee, the refult of their inveftigations, enquiries 
valuations, and determinations, and on that being done, fuch arrangements were made of 
the fuffcrers in the different clafles before Hated, as the nature of their cafe required. To 
p'jint out who appeared the moil dcferving, would be an unpleafant talk, becaufc thofe who 
'were not confidered and enumerated as falling under tliat dcfcription, might feel themfelves 
kurt,. and at fomc future period, be difpofcd to cxercife their refentment towards the Com- 
mittee, and to that rofentment add reproach and infult. 7 he dedudions, therefore, from 
their claims are not inferted in the lift, with their names, but the original claims, and how 
far they have been fatisfied, alose appears, which it is imagined, is fufficient for the purpofe 
of this publication. However as the Committee allowed from 20s to as in the pound to tlie 
various clafTes, refpedl being had to xht iituation of the parties in life, their families, and 
what they had faved, fome conclufion may be drawn, that where the parties were allowed 
their fall lob, the claim was not confidered, cither as UQrear;;nab]e, or unjuft. 

Whcji 
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Vhcn thcfc matters were fully arranged, it was deemed adviftablc by the Committee, 
Jto relieve the immediate wants and ncccffiiics of thofe who were confidered moft diftrcfled 
and dcferving.— Accordingly, the 24th day of July was appointed for that purpofe, and the 
Sura of 7x8/ loj 8^ was diftributed amongft theih. 

The fubfcription exceeding all calculation made by the Committee, they focn afterwards 
met and ordered a fecond diftribution to be made amongft the fufTerers, to the amount of 
466/ 19^ on thefirft day of Auguft following, which order was punftually fulfilled. 

The Committee conceiving that fome flated period ought to be fixed for the clofc of the 
fubfcription, and the final diftribution of the money, dircflcd that an advertifemcnt fhould 
be inferted in the county papers for that purpofe, and th^ following was accordingly 
infertcd.

.*' The Committee appointed for diftributing the money fubfcribed for the relief of the un- 
fortunate fufferers by the late dreadful fire at Chatham, having already di^ributed one thou- 
fand pounds and upwards, in alleviating the immediate wants and neceffities of the diflreflcd, 
and being defirous of granting them further and fpccdy relief, have appointed Tharfday the 
;2ift Inftant, to make a final diftribution of the money, and requeft that thofe gentlemen wh« 
have already received, and not remitted, or who may hereafter receive any fubfcriptions, 
will have the goodnefs to remit the amount to the Treafurcr, Mr. JefFerys, Attorney at Law, 
Chatham, on or before the 16th Inftant, to enable them to make fuch diftribution ac- 
cordingly. 

The Committee «re much obliged to thofe gentlemen who have fo generoufly exerted 
jthemfelves on behalf of the unfortunate fufferers, and return them their fincere thanks. 

N.B. An aQCQunr of the monies received, and diftributed, will be publifhed as early as 
jpoflible.

Notwithftanding fuch advertifeffifent, fubfcriptions were continued, and remittances 
>daily made from various parts of the county, and by that means the intention 
of the Committee, to clofe the account, was wholly fruftrated. However, to further 
the charitable intentions of the fubfcribers, dired^ions were given for a third diftri- 
;bution of part of the money colle^ed, amounting to 7+3/ 9^ amongft the fulFcrcrs.—

The 25 th of Aaguft was the day appointdd for t?iat purpofe, and the fame was regiilarl/ 
made. 

A great number of perfons^ in very low and indigent circumftances, who had beew 
obliged to pawn their wearing apparel, goods, &c. to Mr. Thomas Frid, a pawnbroker^ 
whoCz houfc, wiih the greater part of the articles it contained, was entirely confumed bf 
the fire, applied to the Committee, ftating. their lofs, and infinite dillrefs on the occa(ion» 
and praying relief (Mr. Frid not being refponlible for the lofs).— The Committee took th^ 
fame into confideration, and, after examining, the accounts of the fufFcrers, who were burnt 
out, or otherwife driven from their homes, and their goods deflroyed or damaged, and 
finding that all had been feafonably relieved, refolved, to extend the benefit of the fubfcription' 
to thofe objcfts who had fufFercd by lofing the articles, their ncccffities had occafioncd thei» 
to pledge : and the following Notice was publHhed, as a prelude to that buiiucfs.

above-mentioned fire happened, were in pawn with Mr. Thomas Frid, pawnbroker, at 
Chatham, and aftually deitroyed by fuch fire; who are defirous of recei^rng relief from fuch 
fubfcription, aro requefted to attend, with the duplicates of the articles pawned, and to ftatc 
the fuppofed valwe thereof. 

N. B. To prevent confufion, the fevcral perfons whofe furname begin with either of the' 
firft twelve letters of the alphabet, arc defired to attend at fivt o'clock, and the other perfons 
whofe furname begin with the fubfequcnt letters, at eight o'clock precifirfy.

The claims made were various; fome modeft, others exaggerated.— Thfs fufFercrs namrt, 
occupations, families, and circumflances, were afcertained, and enquired into by the Sub- 
Committee; the amount for which the refpeftive articles were pledged, and their wortn^ 
beyond the Sums borrowed on them (as eflimated by the fufferers) were obtained ; and 
regulations^ fimilar to thofe before-mentioned^ were alfo adoptedj to meafure the extent of the 

claims

olaims of thcfc faiFcrcrs on the bounty of the public. The value of the goods, according 
fQ the fufferers cftimation, including the fums they were pledged for, (and that was 
305/ 1 9/ zd) amounted to 780/17/1^, which the Sub -Committee, (after deducing the 
303/ 19/ id by the application of the rules above-mentioned, reduced to 386/ 8/, 

The Committee then arranged thefe fulFerers in three diftindl clafles, refped being had td 
^eir fituatjon in life, families, the fairnefs of their claim. Sec. for with thefe, as with the other 
fufferers, many were to be preferred, on account of their upright conduft, in refpe£t to 
the value put on their goods, their diftrefs, &c. and many were highly condemnable for their 
attempt (too ofen fuccefsful) to abufe the public benevolence.— The inveftigation and ar- 
rangement of the Sub, were approved by the General Committee, and a dividend of 1 5s on 
the Hrft, 12s 6d on the fecond, and los on the third clafs, was made, and paid on the alloweil 
elaimsj amounting to 273/ 1 2/ jdi agreeable to the following Notice.

After the claims of the fuffbrers of the laft defcription were fatisficd to the extent dated in 
the lift, applications were made to the feveral perfons who had received fubfcriptions, and re- 
mitted apart, to fend a lift of the fubfcribers, and the balance remaining in their hands, to 
enable the Committee to afcertain the exaft amount of the whole of the fubfcriptions, and 
make a fifth aud final dividend of the money colledled ; but it was fome coniiderable time 
before they could be obtainedi the laft letter on the fubje^ being dated fo late as the 29th of 
November. 
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On examining the various accounts, and confolidating them, it appeared, that the total fani 
fubfcribcd was Z107/ 2s icf, and that the money already paid, with the necelTary £xpences in- 
cident to the colle^ion and diftribution, were 2076/ 13/ id, confequently the balance of 30/ ^ 
was {lill remaining in the hands of the Treafurer. 

The Committee then made a divifion of Ae balance, amongft fuch of the fuffisr^rs, of the 
firft denomination, as to them feemed beft intitled, and diredlcd the immediate payment ; 
their dircftions were ftri^ly obeyed, and on the 2zd day of Pccemt)er, the Jajl and final 
diHribution of the money collefted was made. 

The Committee having, with infinite pains», and unwearied attention, accompli^e.d the 
_j)urpofes for which they were appointed, diflblved. And it is hoped, as it was their inten- 
tion to do juftice, that they have, in performance of thp truft repofcd in thfim^ ff^^ 
fatisfaction to all.
